Dayton, O., Nbv: 23—Deep-mystery 


today surrounds the murder of Miss 
Dona Oilman, whose mutilated body 
was found in the weeds not far from 
her home. The police have been un-1 
able to discover a tangible clue to 
the murderer, but their investigation 
so far leads to the belief 
that the 


deed was committed by a degenerate 
and they are 
now working 
along 


these lines. 


Coroner Kline is firm in the opin- 


ion that the murderer returned to the 
scene of his crime, some time after it 
was committed and moved the body 
to where it was found.

lacerated and marked with the im- 
prints of the finger nails of her assail- 
ant.

When the tragic fate of the daugh- 


ter was told the mother, who is bed- 
fast with sickness, the 
latter suc- 


cumbed to the shock and is believed to 
be dying.

worked. Her failure to return homo 
that night and to report for work at 
the factory Wednesday 
led to

neighborhood theory that the girl had 
eloped. The police were notified, but 
no thought of a crime entered into 
the theories and speculations.

Aeronauts Marvel at Brazilian's 


Successful Flight.

M. Santos-Dumont's accomplishment 


in flying 685 feet in a "heavier-than- 
air" machine in Paris the other day 
was the chief topic of discussion at a 
meeting of aeronauts and men inter- 
ested in aeronautics recently held at 
the Hotel Astor in Xew York. 


"It marks the most positive advance 


yet made In the science of aeronau- 
tics," said Mr. Augustus Post. "There 
have been many reports of the suc- 
cessful performance of similar feats, 
but M. Santos-Dutuont has publicly 
demonstrated the entire practicability 
of the 'heavier-than-air' principle. One 
of the features that should not be lost 
sight of is the fact that such a ma- 
chine as his can be made for not to ex- 
ceed ?G,000, while ? 100,000 would not 
buy a Lebaudy airship of the gas bag 
design. 
As soon as the public be- 


comes accustomed to the operation of 
these airships they will be as numer- 
ous and more popular than automo- 
biles." 


"More 
than 
anything 
else 
the 


achievement 
of Santos-Durnont will 


compel other inventors to come into 
the open and make public what they 
have accomplished," said Mr. J. c. 
McCoy, -who made many ascents in 
Paris last summer in company with 
Lieutenant Lahm and as his own pilot. 
"It marks the beginning of a new era 
in aeronautics," he added. 


Stimulated by the feat of Santos-Du- 


mont, Dr. Julian P. Thomas has re- 
newed his experiments with aero- 
planes, which he abandoned last sum- 
mer for«ba:ioonlng;. Dr. Thomas was 
associated witn Mr. Israel Ludlow in 
the experiments which resulted in the 
almost fatal accident to the latter in 
Florida last spring when his airship 
collapsed. 


"Without In any way discounting the 


achievement of M. •Santos-Dumout," 
said Dr. Thomas, "I believe I have dis- 
covered a more correct' principle of 
maintaining equilibrium than his ap- 
pears to be. I know from my experi- 
ence In ballooning that one is more 
than anything else anxious to know 
how he is going 'to land. When that 
problem is solved the rest is easy. I 
hare already set to work carrying out 
my own ideas. Like all other invent- 
ors, I expect of course to succeed, but 
at least I have enough confidence in 
my plan to risk my own neck in try- 
ing it out. I shall have the aeroplane 
finished within a few months, and by 
next spring at the latest I shall proba- 
bly either have succeeded in proving 
my theory or disproving it to my own 
cost." 


A. M. Herring, who has been experi- 


menting for a dozen years with gliding 
machines and aeroplanes, said tbat M. 
Santos-Dumont's feat was chiefly of 
importance as having been the "first 
public demonstration of the practica- 
bility of flying with a machine without 
the aid of a gas bag. 


"It is furthest from my thoughts to 


appear to disparage M. Santos-Du 
mont's performance," he said, "and be 
deserves extreme credit for what he 
accomplished, but the fact remains 
that the Wright brothers in this coun- 
try have far exceeded his feat, al- 
though not in public ,tests. I do not 
blame the public for being suspicious 
of claims which are made without 
proof, however, and the fact that thou- 
sands of persons saw with their own 
eyes the flight of M. Santos-Dumont 
entitles him to all the praise which has 
been accorded to him. 


"With the experience of additional 


flights he ought to gain confidence and 
a greater facility in guiding his air- 
ship. He is proceeding on the same 
general principles as almost all aero- 
plane inventors nowadays, and his 
ship is probably the type of what will 
finally become the standard airship 
when the automobile and even steam 
and electric lines are displaced for all 
except freight hauling and short dis- 
tance runs. 


"M. Sajitos-Dnmont regulated him- 


self in light air all right, but the ma- 
chine of the future must be largely 
automatic in adju-ting itself to the air 
currents. If it is to be at all safe. By 
many accidents \* lias been determined 
that the mind of man is not quick 
enough to net in these sudden emer- 
gencies."

affect this limitation. Considered, how- 
ever, from the engineering standpoint 
alone there can be no question but 
that the field of state and municipal 
operation should be limited to under- 
taking in which there is no immediate 
prospect of or need for Improved 
method. 
A danger which is always associat- 


ed with the ownership of industrial 
undertakings is that the capital invest- 
ed may be lost through the develop- 
ment of new and cheaper methods and 
processes. The extent to which indus- 
trial machinery of certain types is ren- 
dered obsolete by new improvements 
is not always realized. The writer is 
personally acquainted with one street 
car railroad plant in which the entire 
electrical 
equipment of the 
power 


house was thrown out and replaced 
with improved machinery four times 
within a period of ten years. The Car- 
negie company is reported, correctly, it 
is "believed, to have scrapped on one 
occasion more than $1,000,000 worth 
of new machinery which had never 
been used. 


This has already become a serious 


matter for many municipalities which 
have engaged in undertakings lying 
outside of the engineering limits de- 
fined above. Many of these municipal- 
ities installed plants for the produc- 
tion of electric light at a/time prior to 
the advent of important improvements 
in generating and distributing electric- 
ity, and as these municipalities in com- 
mon with most municipalities made no 
proper allowance for depreciation the 
capital invested has been practically 
lost, and in addition the cost of elcc- 


. trie light to the consumer is much 
! bigheAhan it is in other places equip- 
ped with later and more economical 
types of machinery. In addition, heavy 
and expensive repairs have been neces- 
sary and the taxes correspondingly in- 
creased. 
This has reacted upon the 


municipalises, since the heavy rates 
have caused manufacturers to move 
away to other towns, and this again 
has "fctill further increased the burden 
upon tho^e remaining. There are al- 
ready indications that a considerable 
number of these municipalities which 
have engaged in improper undertakings 
are entering upon a period of financial 
difficulty.—E. A. Fessenden.

Daughters of Starving Peasants Sold. 


Blow at Terrorism. 


St. Petersburg, Nov. 23. — Reports 


received from the famine districts 
of Russia show that the distress is 
steadily growing acute.

are selling their daughters into slav- 
ery to Mohammedans of the Caucasus.

States may have an adequate mer- 
chant marine. The resolution will 
suggest that the government sub- 
sidize thsir mall steamship lines be- 
tween tha United States and South 
America. 


Secretary of Treasury Shaw and 


William J. Bryan had the lion's share 
of attention here among a long list 
of speakers at the the three sessions 
of 
the 
Trans-Mississippi congress. 


Secretary Shaw, who spoke particu- 
larly for a wider foreign market for 
American goods, made this declara-* 
tioh: "If this country ever develops 
international merchants it will accom- 
plish It h" granting them encourage- 
ment, not only by dredging harbors 
and deepening channels, but by insur- 
ing them a merchant marine in which 
to carry under the most favorable 
terms the products of our farms, our 
min'es, our forests and our factories. 
Secretary Root has gone a step fur- 
ther than I propose to go In favor of 
a merchant marine. He commits him- 
self to the ship subsidy Ideal I do riot 
say that I am in favor of a ship sub- 
sidy, but I will say that I am in favor 
of anything that will secure a mer- 
chant marine for the United States;" 


Speaking of South American trade 


expansion possibilities as set "forth By 
Mr. Root, Mr. Bryan said he did not 
agree with Mr. Root as to the meth- 
ods suggested. He did not, he said, 
believe in subsidies. Mr. Bryan then 
read a resolution 
affecting trusts 


which also, he said, he wished might 
be adopted by the commercial con- 
gress at its business session. 
This 


resolution, which Mr. Bryan said cov- 
ered in a general way his hop'es: re- 
garding trust legislation, follows: 
"Resolved, that this congress is unaV 
terably opposed to private monopolies 
and, .believing them indefensible and 
intolerable, favors the enforcement of 
existing laws and the enactment of 
such new laws as may be necessary to 
protect industry from the menace of- 
fered by the trusts." 


Mr. Bryan said be was glad that at 


least all people finally had come to.be 
opposed to the giving and receiving 
of rebates. 
He spoke of the recent 


conviction of the sugar trust for re- 
ceiving rebates, and attacked 
th^ 


Standard Oil company, which he dte- 
clared had built up much of its busi- 
ness by operating in rebates.
